Penaranda Braca of the Spanish balloon Polar. 
Gomez Guillamon, assistant to Braca in the Polar, was seriously hurt. 
The United States navy A-6699 and Fercande III, a French entry

Cambridge University in. England disclose that 
mosquitoes stay away from yellow, having an 
.''most unanimous aversion for it. On the other 
Land. the?e buzx.ing biters flock to navy blue 
vith great joy, it being their favorite color.

People who have lived in a mosquito 


country know that these pests are attracted 
1 y light, like moths, and nafurajly the best 
v,\v to keep them away is to sit in darkness at 
right. 
Mosquitoes also are attracted by the 


Flies, on the 
other hand, are drawn by the odor of carrion 
or other decaying food. The Cambridge scien-

If the crop is very immature when 


t is fostered, It will make silage which 
s too watery and sour if the fodder is 
put into the silo with all the water 
ireserft in such immature plants. Ac- 
cordingly, if the fodder is cut at once, 
he bundles may be allowed to lie in 
the field until the fodder is-dried out 
a trifle, so that it will contain about 
as much water as corn fodder does at 
the usual silage stage of maturity. 


On the other hand, when there is n 


large acreage of frosted corn, quite 
often before the last of it can be cut 
and ensiled, it will have dried out too 
much to make good silnge. In this 
case enough water should be added 
ns the fodder is ensiled so that the 
material will pack well. Furthermore, 
especial 
care 
should 
be taken in 


tramping such fodder firmly in the 
silo.

tary" board, Mndison. Wis.. recently- 
caused a thorough 
investigation of 


hog cholera in Vernon county. 
He 


gave the best possible information for 
controling the 
tlisen.se and recom- 


mended such measures of prevention 
as could reasonably be carried out to 
control the further spread of the dis- 
ease. 
His best recommendation was 


that of vaccinating the herrls imme- 
dintely to insure permanent insurance 
against 
the 
disease or secondly to 


watch each herd carefully and vac- 
cinate as soon ns any real evidence in 
n herd could be found that would indi- 
cate presence of cholera. I>r. Purcell 
cautioned all hog raisers against pro- 
miscuous 
vaccination. 
However, tfe 


sincerely recommended that all cases 
of the disease 
should immediately 


be reported .to the local , veterinary. 
Where the local veterinary could not 
be found then notice should be given 
to the county agent, , in that some 
authorized veterinary could be obtain- 
ed to take care of the condition.

BETTER CROPS, SAYS 


AGENT W. SPREITER 


Limestone 
Screenings 
from 


Road Work Furnished to 
Farmers in Novel Scheme 
La Crosse county has discovered 
„ method for making highway im- 
provements aid better farming. Fine 
limestone screenings from quarries 
supplying road material are being 
furnished to farmers to improve their 
soil and grow alfalfa, at one-third 
the cost of commercial limestone. 


About two years ago, county agent 


W. E. Spreiter began to look for 
cheaper sources of lime for alfalfa 
growing. La Crosse county uses a 
good deal of crushed limestone rock 
in road work, operating stone crush- 
ers in a number of county-owned 
qitarries, and Spreiter conceived the 
idea of using them to supply lime to 
farmers. After much investigation 
and many conferences, the county 
road and bridge committee installed 
fine scr-eens in four quarries to sepa- 
rate out the dust and fine particles 
for agriculture use. 
This season is the first in which 


the plan has been tried and already 
hundreds of tons of limestone waste 
has been hauled away by farmers, 
who pay one dollar a ton for the ma- 
terial. Spreiter reports that the de- 
mand exceeds the supply. Practically 
all the limestone goes to help in- 
crease the acreage of alfalfa in La 
Crosse cotinty, which will save farm-

fine points In the aforesaid. It gives 
him a chance to see at close range 
the type of tractor or disk harrow or 
plow that he' is planning on buying 
and to compare-it with others. 


How many times have you stood in 


the exhibition building of the! fair 
and heard somebody say, "that pump- 
kin isn't BO darn big. Why I've got 
one on my farm twice as big as t]jat." 
If the fellow that said this has one 
on his farm twice as big, then it 
should have been the pumpkin back 
there in the field that took the prize 
The fellow simply didn't have enough 
civic and personal pride to bring it in 
The same case applies to the farmer 
who has blooded cattle and fails to 
exhibit them. 
Tha prizes are ade- 


quate, and besides this, the cattle are 
judged and rated free of charge. 


There won't be another Inter-State 


fair until next year, of course, but 
when this fair does come around, it 
is up to every farmer in the vicinity 
to exhibit. 
Surely, the few dollars 


spent in attending or in sending stock 
to the fair will bring more in return 
than most dollars that you can spend.

ments to the court. 


"The plaintiff's alleged violation of 


the anti-trust law is not a defense for 
the defendant in the present action 
by the plaintiff to enforce its con- , 
tracts unless those 
contracts are 


themselves, in violation of the anti- 
Arust Jaw," Mr. Reis declared. 


"The 
plaintiff's 
contracts with 


growers are not in violation of^the 
anti-trust law unless the provision 
for exclusive sales by growers to the 
plaintiff for five years is an unrea- 
sonable 'restraint of trade' or unless 
the clause, which makes effectiveness 
of the agreements depend upon ob- 
taining signatures of 75 per cent of 
the growers, is intended to restrain 
or prevent competition to the detri- 
ment. of the public." 
Attorney Emerson Ela, represent- 


ing the pool, sketched the develop- 
ment of farmer co-operation. He told 
of the necessity of combined action 
for the sale of farm products in or-'- 
der to prevent loss through "dump- 
ing" on the market for the benefit 
of speculators. 
. Walter Corrigan, attorney for the 


defendant buyers, claimed that the 
contracts were a violation of their 
rights to do business in the state. 


Corrigan charged that the condi- 


tion of the contracts had not. been 
fulfilled and that the pool had failed 
to sign up 75 per cent of the tobacco 
crop as they reported. 
He also asserted that the pool had 


repudiated contracts which it now 
seeks to maintain.
